POST GRADUATE SCHOLARSHIPS AND FELLOWSHIPS OPEN TO CANADIAN STUDENTS 


The first catalogue of awards available to Canadian students for 
post graduate study and research was issued in January 1951. The demand 
for information on this subject was so great as to exhaust the issue 
within a few months of its release. The present revised edition contains 
a more representative coverage, in that a larger number of universities 
and Foundations located in the United States is included. 


The data from American universities were obtained through the 
generous cooperation of the Heads of the Graduate Schools. A letter 
suggesting that these schools might wish to be included in the Canadian 
catalogue was sent to a selected group of American universities. The 
selection was based onthe number of foreign students enrolled. The 
response was immediate and cordial. A great majority of the replies in- 
dicated that Canadian students are eligible for awards in American univer- 
sities on equal terms with American students and that the universities are 
pleased to receive applications from Ganadians. Only such universities as 
replied before December 15th are included in this catalogue. 


The omission of awards in United States Schools of Medicine was 
due to lack of time to circularize the Medical Schools individually. In- 
formation for this field of study was not usually available from the same 
source as for other studies. 


The list of awards from British sources was compiled from the 
International Handbook, Study Abroad, published by the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Gultural Organization; and the document, 
Inter-Commonwealth Post Graduate Scholarships in Science, compiled by the 
British Commonwealth of Nations Scientific Liaison Officers, London. The 
selection of British entries was restricted to plural awards or in the 
case of a single award to those open to qualified Canadian students. 


The awards for graduate study in Ganadian universities do not 
include those restricted to graduates of particular universities, in the 
belief that it is only between universities that more information is re- 


quired. 


Little attempt has been made to list openings for part-time 
employment as instructor, lecturer, assistant, etce, although many more 
students are helped by such means than by scholarships.

PREFACE 


This edition of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics Reference Paper No. 21 marks the second 
revision of the original January 1951 edition. 


As was the case with the second edition, the number of entries has been increased again to 
include additional awards from countries other than Canada. An index by name of award and 
awarding agency has been added to facilitate the location of information when only certain details 
of a specific award are known. Also, an introductory section includes information on the method 
of compilation and listing of the material together with general notes of interest to scholarship 
applicants. 


In so far as it is available, information on awards based on part-time assistance to the 
various institutions has been included. Canadian awards to graduates of particular universities, 
and tenable in the same university, have not been included as it is presumed that students in a 
specific institution should be aware of such opportunities. 


It is interesting to note that Volume VI of the UNESCO publication Study Abroad reports some 
5,351 Canadian students, both undergraduate and post-graduate, in attendance at universities 
outside Canada during the 1952-53 academic year. Of this total, 4,572 were reported studying in 
the United States, 390 in the United Kingdom, 174 in France and 61 each ‘in Mexico and Vatican 
City. The remaining 93 were in seven other countries.

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INTRODUCTION 


Method of Compilation of Material: 


In addition to notices of awards that have come 
to the attention of the Education Division since the 
publication of the previous edition, the following 
procedure was used for the present edition: 


1, All entries in the 1953 edition were sent to the 
awarding agencies for additions and alterations. 


2. In addition to the United States universities 
listed in 1953 (they were chosen on the basis of the 
number of students with homes outside the United 
States), all other United States universities offering 
work to the Ph. D. level and all medical colleges 
were invited to submit details of their award pro- 
grammes, 


3. Missions of countries represented in Canada 
were circularized. 


4, Canadian university graduate departments and 
medical colleges were circularized. 


5. Various source books were consulted and like- 
ly sources were explored. The reference material 
included:

If replies were not received early enough, the 
material on awards that appeared in the various 
source books, or that came to the attention of the 
Education Division, was used as it appeared in the 
references. 


Method of Listing Awards: 


The awards are listed under five general sec- 
tions: (I) Two or more departments of study, (II) 
Humanities, (III) Social Sciences, (IV) Natural and 
Applied Sciences and (V) Medical Sciences. The 
sections are in tum subdivided into groupings of 
sources by countries of award which include Canada, 
the United States, the United Kingdom and other 
countries. For a complete picture of what is avail- 
able in any particular field, Section I(awards tenable 
in two or more departments of study) should there- 
fore be consulted along with the specific section in 
which information is desired. 


Two indexes appear in this publication. The first 
lists awards by the five general sections, subdivided 
by country of origin. The second index is designed 
to facilitate the location of information when the 
name of the award, or the name of the awarding 
agency only, is known. 


Awards by foundations, private corporations, etc., 
are listed under the appropriate section under the 
name of the university where they are tenable, if 
they are offered through one university only. If they 
are tenable at two or more institutions, they are 
listed under the name of the organization offering 
them. 


Due to the desire to have this material published 
as early as possible in December, 1954, a definite 
cut-off date for inclusion of entries in the main body 
of the publication, and in the two indexes, was 
established. Information received after this deadline 
is included in an addenda which is included at the 
back of the volume. 


General Notes on Awards Listed: 


Unless otherwise stated, the values of the 
awards listed under sources other than Canadian are 
in the currency of the country of origin. 


It should be bome inmind that many of the 
awards from sources outside Canada, unless specifi- 
cally stated as being solely open to Canadian 
students, are open to nationals of the country of 
award as well as to those of other countries, and 
hence the total number of awards offered is not 
necessarily the number reserved for Canadian 
applicants. Similarly, some Canadian awards may 
be open to nationals of other countries. 


The closing date for application means the date 
by which completed application forms, transcripts of 
marks, and other supporting documents must be in 
the hands of the awarding bodies. Such being the 
case, initial contact should be made as early as 
possible before the closing dates in order to allow a 
sufficient interval for the exchange of correspond- 
ence and for the collection and forwarding of the 
necessary documents. As in most cases no personal 
interview is possible prior to the granting of the 
award, the application and supporting documents 
should be as complete as possible. 


Undergraduate Awards Open to Canadian Students: 


At present no exhaustive listing of undergraduate 
awards is available. However, the various Canadian 
university calendars and the UNESCO publication, 
Study Abroad, contain information on many sources, 
The Canadian Committee on Counselling in Engineer- 
ing and Science, 18 Rideau Street, Ottawa, Ontario, 
has published a list of sources of financial aid for 
students entering Canadian universities and colleges 
to study engineering or science. 
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Entry Regulations for Canadian Students to: 

(a) United States: Although Canadians are exempt 
from visa requirements when entering the United 
States as students or exchange-visitors, Selective 
Service regulations specify that to claim exemption 
from registration under the Selective Service Act, 
which provides that all male persons in the United 
States 18 through 26 years of age must register, a 
student or exchange-visitor must be in possession 
of a consular visa stamped in his passport. 


The United States Embassy, Ottawa, suggests 
that any person who plans to enter the United States 
for the purpose of studying or training should com- 
municate with the United States consular office 
nearest his place of residence in Canada to deter 
mine whether he will require a visa and, if so, to 
ascertain what requirements he will have to meet in 
order to obtain an appropriate visa. United States 
consular offices are located in the following cities: 
St. John’s, Newfoundland; Halifax, Nova Scotia; 
Saint John, New Brunswick; Quebec, Quebec; 
Montreal, Quebec; Ottawa, Ontario; Toronto, Ontario; 
Niagara Falls, Ontario; Windsor, Ontario; Winnipeg, 
Manitoba; Calgary, Alberta; Edmonton, Alberta; and 
Vancouver, British Columbia. 


(b) United Kingdom: Under the National Service 
Act at present in force in the United Kingdom, 
liability for service falls on male British subjects 


between the ages of 18 and 26 who are ordinarily 
resident there. The Act, however, provides that a 
young man coming from another Commonwealth 
country is not deemed to be ordinarily resident in 
Great Britain if (a) he is a resident there for the 
purpose of attending a course of education, or (b) 
the circumstances of his residence are such as to 
show that he is resident there for a temporary pur 
pose only. In any event, call-up would not take place 
until the completion of a period of two years’ res- 
idence. 


A Canadian citizen entering the United Kingdom 
must have a valid passport. No visa is necessary. 


(c) Other Countries; Details can be obtained from 
their Missions in Canada. 


It might be noted that while some countries, 
including Britain, do not require evidence of vacci- 
nation and inoculation for entry, Canada requires 
evidence that returning travellers have been vacci- 
nated within three years prior to the date of re-entry. 


Application forms for passports can be obtained 
at any Canadian Post Office and should be com- 
pleted and sent to the Canadian Passport Office, 
40 Bank Street, Ottawa.

PREFACE 


This fourth edition of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics Reference Paper 21 continues the 
practice of biennial revision of the original January 1951 publication. It will] continue to be 
brought up to date every other year, alternating with new editions of the biennial Reference Paper 
55, Undergraduate Scholarships and Bursaries (Open to Students Entering Canadian Universities). 
Formerly titled Post-Graduate Scholarships and Fellowships Open to Canadian Students, it has 
been retitled Awards for Graduate Study and Research, 1957 to indicate more Clearly the nature 
of the contents. As in the past, awards open to Canadians from sources in Canada and abroad are 
included. Wherever possible, a notation has been made to indicate whether or not Canadian awards 
are also open to persons from outside Canada. 


In this edition there is again an increase in entries from outside Canada, principally from 
the United Kingdom and the United States. Officials of all institutions included were asked to be 
aS specific as possible in stating the exact fields of study in which their awards were tenable. In 
a future revision it may be possible to index the contents by specific fields of study, rather than 
by broad areas as is now done. For the present, however, this was not feasible. 


In so far as it is available, information about part-time assistantships in the various 
institutions, and information on research grants, has been included. Canadian awards to graduates 
of particular universities, and tenable at the same university, have not been included as it is 
assumed that students in a specific institution should be aware of such opportunities. No attempt 
has been made to list loan funds, although they are available at a majority of the institutions. 


Volume VII of the UNESCO publication Study Abroad reports 5,422 Canadian Students, both 
graduate and undergraduate, attending universities outside Canada in the academic year 1953-54. 
The total included 4;775 in the United States, 390 in the United Kingdom, 158 in France, 42 in 
Switzerland, and the remaining 57 in Relgium, Cuba, Spain, Germany, India, Italy, Japan and 
Mexico. There was also an undetermined number studying in Vatican City. From reports in other 
publications, there would appear to be about 1,450 Canadian graduate students in the United 
States and about 285 in the United Kingdom. 


Of the 64,121 full-time undergraduate and graduate students at Canadian institutions of 
higher education in the same year, 3,318 were from outside Canada. Included were 1,418 from the 
United States, 320 from British West Indies, 179 from the United Kingdom, and 1,401 from other 
countries, according to returns received by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics.

AWARDS FOR GRADUATE STUDY AND RESEARCH, 1957 


INTRODUCTION 


Method of Compilation of Material 


In addition to notices of awards that have come 
to the attention of the Education Division since the 
publication of the previous edition, the following 
procedure was used for this edition: 


1. All entries in the 1954 edition were sent to 
the awarding agencies for additions and alterations. 


2. All United States institutions not included 
in the 1954 edition, and giving instruction to the 
Ph. D. level, were circularized, together with a se- 
lected group of over 80 institutions offering the 
Master’s degree. The U.S. Office of Education re- 
port Education Directory 1955-1956 (Part 3 — High- 
er Education) was used to determine the level of 
study offered by the American institutions, while the 
publication American Universities and Colleges, 
1956, published by the American Council on Edu- 
cation, was used in selecting which of the Master’ s 
level institutions would be circularized. This was 
done on the basis of foreign enrolment and available 
financial assistance. 


3. All United Kingdom universities and colleges 
included in the Commonwealth Universities Year- 
book, 1956, published by The Association of Uni- 
versities of the British Commonwealth, were asked 
to submit details of their award programmes. 


4. Various reference books (see Appendix I) 
were used and further details were requested from 
likely sources. 


Method of Listing Awards 


The awards are listed in five general sections: 
(I) Two or more areas of study, (II) Humanities, 
(III) Social Sciences, (IV) Natural and Applied 
Sciences, and (V) Medical Sciences. The sections 
are in turn subdivided into groupings of sources by 
countries of award which include (A) Canada, ( B) 
the United States, (C) the United Kingdom, and (D) 
other countries. 


The following is a guide to the division of the 
fields of study in sections II to V. When an award is 
tenable in two or more fields in different sections, 
it is listed in section I. While the fields below do 
not include all those represented, they should serve 
as a guide in following the presentation used. 


Section I! — Humanities: Art, Classical Studies, 
Dance, Drama, Fine Arts (excluding Architecture) , 
Graphic Arts, Languages, Literature, Mediaeval 
Studies, Music, Painting, Philosophy, Sculpture, 
Theology. 


Section III — Social Sciences: Accounting, Ac- 
‘tuarial Science, Anthropology, Archaeology, Busi- 


ness, Commerce, Counselling, Demography, Econo- 
mics, Education, Ethnology, Government, History, 
Home Economics, Human Relations, Industrial 
Relations, Journalism, Labour Relations, Law, Li- 
brary Science, Physical Education, Political 
Science, Population, Psychology, Public Adminis- 
tration, Safety Education, Social Work, Sociology, 
Speech, Speech Pathology, Vocational Guidance. 


Section IV— Natural and Applied Sciences: 
Agriculture, Architecture, Engineering, Forestry, 
Geography, Mathematics, Pure Sciences, Statistics. 


Section V — Medical Sciences: Medicine, Nurs- 
ing, Occupational Therapy, Pharmacy, Physiothera- 
py, ‘Psychiatry, Recreational Therapy, Veterinary 
Science. 


For a complete picture of what is available in 
any particular field, section I ( awards tenable in two 
or more areas of study) should therefore be consult- 
ed as well as the specific section in which informa- 
tion is sought. As far as possible, sciences relating 
to medicine have been included in section V, but as 
in some cases they may be considered as natural or 
applied sciences, section IV should be checked. 
The reverse would apply to some of the natural and 
applied sciences, which could be included in 
section V. 


Two indexes appear in this publication. The 
first lists the awards by the five general sections, 
subdivided by country of origin. The second index 
is designed to facilitate the location of information 
when .only the name of the award, the name of the 
awarding agency, or the institution where the award 
is tenable, is known. 


Awards offered by foundations, private organiza- 
tions, industry, governments, etc., are listed in the 
appropriate section under the name of the institution 
where they are tenable, if they are offered through 
or by one university only. If they are tenable at two 
or more, they are listed under the name of the or- 
ganization that offers them. Canadian and other 
Such awards allotted to, and tenable at, specific 
institutions, are listed under the institution in the 
second index. 


A definite cut-off date for inclusion of entries 
in the main body of the publication was established. 
Information received after this deadline is included 
in an addenda which appears at the back of the 
volume. Where possible, such awards are included 
in the second index. 


Canadian Awards Open to Students from Other 
Countries 


To assist in determining quickly by whom 
Canadian awards may be held, one of the following 
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code numbers is used after the name of the award 
if the requisite information is available: 


(I) The award is open only to Canadian citizens 
or to those who are landed immigrants in Canada; 


(2) The award is open to Canadian citizens, 
to residents of Canada, and to graduates from, and/ 
or students at, Canadian universities; 


(3) The award is open to all British subjects; 


(4) The award is open to graduates of any uni- 
versity. 


Any exceptions are noted in the paragraph on 
‘‘Conditions’’ for each award. Generally, for| awards 
open to graduates of any university, the prospective 
recipient must meet all Canadian immigration re- 
quirements. Graduates of Canadian universities who 
are not Canadian citizens may in some cases have 
to undertake to remain in Canada for a certain pe- 
riod after the completion of the tenure of the award. 


General Notes on Awards Listed 


Unless otherwise stated, the values of the 
awards listed from sources other than Canadian-are 
in the currency of the country of origin. 


Candidates for awards should, unless mention is 
made to the contrary, have a working knowledge of 
the language of the country in which they plan to 
study. 


It should be borne in mind that many of the 
awards from sources outside Canada, unless speci- 
fically stated as being open only to Canadian stu- 
dents, are open to nationals of the country of award 
as well as to those of other countries, and hence 
the total number of awards offered is not necessarily 
the number reserved for Canadian applicants. 


The closing date for receipt of applications 
means the date by which completed application 
forms, transcripts of marks, and all other supporting 
documents must be in the hands of the awarding 
bodies. Such being the case, initial contact should 
be made as early as possible before the final dead- 
line in order to allow a sufficient interval for the 
exchange of correspondence and for the collection 
and forwarding of the necessary documents. AS in 
most cases no personal interview is possible prior 
to the granting of the award, the application and 
Supporting documents should be as complete as 
possible. 


General Notes on United States University and 
College Awards 


Member institutions of the Association of 
American Universities and of the American Associa- 
tion of Land-Grant Colleges and State Universities 
(see Appendix II for a listing of the institutions) 
award graduate scholarships and fellowships on 
April 1st for the following academic year ( usually 
beginning in September of the same calendar year), 


and the actual or prospective graduate student has 
until April 15th to accept or reject such an award. 
Appointments to graduate assistantships may be 
offered prior to April 1st. When an institution offers 
an award or appointment to a prospective graduate 
student after April 15th, it should remind him that, 
if he has a previous commitment, he may not accept 
the offer without first obtaining a formal release for 
the purpose from the institution which first appoint- 
ed him. 


An. attempt has been made to indicate whether 
instruction is offered to the Master’s or Doctor’ s 
level in American institutions. If such information 
was provided, it is given in the description of 
awards for individual institutions. 


Undergraduate University-Entrance Awards at 


Canadian Universities 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics Reference 
Paper 55, Undergraduate Scholarships and Bursaries 
(Open to Students Entering Canadian Universities)— 
latest edition February 1956—gives information on 
many Canadian awards for university entrance. It is 
intended that it will be revised every two years, | 
alternating with this publication so that new editions 
of both will appear biennially. 


Further Information on Graduate Awards, Institutions 
and Countries of Study 


Appendix I includes a bibliography of source 
material used for the compilation of this publication, 
together with a list of other publications which 
should be of interest to award applicants. 


Entry Regulations for Canadian Students to: 


(a) United States: Canadians are exempt from 
visa requirements when entering the United States 
as students or exchange visitors. 


The United States Embassy in Ottawa suggests 
that any person who plans to enter the United States 
for the purpose of studying or training should com- 
municate with the United States consular office 
nearest his place of residence in Canada to deter- 
mine what documents he will be required to present 
to the United States Immigration and Naturalization 
Service authorities at the time he makes application 
for entry into the United States. ) 


United States consular offices are located in the 
following cities: St. John’s, Newfoundland; Halifax, 
Nova Scotia; Saint John, New Brunswick; Quebec, 
Quebec; Montreal, Quebec; Ottawa, Ontario; Toronto, 
Ontario; Niagara Falls, Ontario; Windsor, Ontario; 
Winnipeg, Manitoba; Calgary, Alberta; Edmonton, 
Alberta; and Vancouver, British Columbia. 


(b) United Kingdom: Under the National Service 
Act at present in force in the United Kingdom, lia- 
bility for service falls on male British subjects 
between the ages of 18 and 26 who are ordinarily 
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resident there. The Act, however, provides that a 
young man coming from another Commonwealth coun- 
try is not deemed to be ordinarily resident in Great 
Britain if (a) he is a resident there for the purpose 
of attending a course of education, or (b) the cir- 
cumstances of his residence are such as to show 
that he is resident there for a temporary purpose 
only. In any event, call-up would not take until the 
completion of a period of two year’s residence. 


A Canadian citizen entering the United Kingdom 
must have a valid passport. No:visa is necessary. 


(c) Other Countries: Details can be obtained . 


from their Missions in Canada. 


It might be noted that while some countries, 
including Britain, do not require evidence of vac- 
Cination and inoculation for entry, Canada requires 
evidence that returning travellers have -been vac- 


cinated within three years prior to the date of re- 
entry. 


Application forms for passports can be obtained 
from any Canadian post office or from the Canadian 
Passport Office, 40 Bank Street, Ottawa, Ontario. 


Relative Values of Canadian and Other Currencies 


To give Canadian students an idea of the rela- 
tive value of the Canadian dollar to that of the cur- 
rencies of other countries, and to give students from 
other countries the value of their currencies expres- 
sed in Canadian dollars, Appendix III contains such 
information for many countries, It should be borne in 
mind that these values do not necessarily reflect 
the relative purchasing power or cost-of-living in 
the various countries, and that costs may vary to a 
considerable degree in different Jocations in a par- 
ticular country depending on the size of the town or 
city in which the place of study is located, on the 
availability of residence facilities, and on many 
other factors.

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PREFACE 


This is the fourth biennial revision of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics Reference 
Paper 21, Post Graduate Scholarships and Fellowships Open to Canadian Students, first 
published in January, 1951, The original contained 142 entries, the present edition has 
nearly 1,200. While many new awards have been made available since 1951, the bulk of the 
increase is due to a more thorough investigation of possible sources. No doubt many awards 
are still omitted and it would be appreciated if these could be drawn to our attention. 


As in the past, awards open to Canadians from sources both in and outside Canada are 
included, Wherever possible, a notation has been made to indicate whether or not Canadian 
awards are also open to persons from outside Canada, 


Again in this edition there is an increase in entries from sources outside Canada, 
principally from the United States. Officials of all institutions were again asked to be 
as specific as possible in stating the exact fields of study in which their awards were 
tenable, While more entries in each edition contain this information, it is still not 
feasible to index the contents by specific fields of study. 


This edition was prepared for printing by typewriter to save several months in printing 
time, and to ensure that the information was available to prospective users in January, 19:59 « 


Wherever it was available, information about part-time assistantships in the various 
institutions, and information on research grants, has been included, Canadian awards open 
exclusively to graduates of a particular university, and tenable only at that institution, 
have been omitted as it is assumed that students in a specific institution will be aware 
of such opportunities, No attempt has been made to list loan funds, although such are 
available at a majority of the institutions, 


Volume IX of the UNESCO publication Study Abroad reported 5,663 Canadian students, both 
graduate and undergraduate, in attendance at universities in certain countries outside Canada 
during the 1955-56 academic year. Included in this total were 4,990 in the United States, 
404 in the United Kingdom, 156 in France, 45 in Switzerland, 33 in Germany, and the remaining 
35 in Australia, Austria, Belgium, and Japan, There was an undetermined number in various 
other countries. From reports in other publications, there would appear to have been about 
1,600 Canadian graduate students in the United States and about 300 in the United Kingdom, 


According to returns received by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics for the 1955-56 
academic year, some 4,385 out of a total of 72,729 full-time university-grade students were 
from outside Canada. Included were 635 from the British West Indies, 281 from the United 
Kingdom, 1,773 from the United States, and 1,696 from other countries, ©

INTRODUCTION 


Method of compilation of material 


In addition to notices of awards that have come 
to the attention of the Education Division since 
the publication of the previous edition, the follow- 
ing procedure was used for this edition: 


1, All entries in the 1957 edition were sent to 
the awarding agencies for additions and alterations. 


2. All United States institutions not included 
in the last edition, and that gave instruction at 
the Ph.D. level, were circularized, Similarly, all 
those institutions offering work at the Master's 
level were also invited to submit details of their 
award programs. The U.S. Office of Education report, 
Education Directory 1957-1958 (Part 3 - Higher 
Education) was used to determine the level of study 
offered, 


3, All United Kingdom universities and colleges 
included in the Commonwealth Universities Yearbook, 
1957, published by the Association of Universities 
of the British Commonwealth, were asked to submit 
details of their award programs, 


4, Various reference books (see Appendix I) 
were used and further details were requested from 
likely sources. 


Method of listing awards 


The awards are listed in five general sections: 
(I) Two or more areas of study. (II) Humanities, 
(III) Social Sciences, (IV) Natural and Applied 
Sciences, and (V) Medical Sciences. The sections 
are in turn subdivided into groupings of sources by 
countries of award which include (A) Canada, (B) 
the United States, (C) the United Kingdom, and (D) 
other countries. 


The following is a guide to the division of the 
fields of study in sections II to V. When an award 
is tenable in two or more fields in different 
sections, it is listed in section I. While the 
fields below do not include all those represented, 
they should serve as a guide in following the presen- 
tation used,

FOR A COMPLETE PICTURE OF WHAT IS AVAILABLE IN 
ANY PARTICULAR FIELD, SECTION I (AWARDS TENABLE IN 
TWO OR MORE AREAS OF STUDY) SHOULD THEREFORE BE 
CONSULTED AS WELL AS THE SPECIFIC SECTION IN WHICH 
INFORMATION IS SOUGHT, As far as possible, sciences 
relating to medicine have been included in section 
V, but as in some cases they may be considered as 
natural or applied sciences, section IV should be 
checked, The reverse would apply to some of the 
natural and applies sciences, which could be in- 
cluded in section V. Persons interested in edu- 
cation should consult section III, and should also 
consult the section containing information regarding 
awards in the particular subject in which they are 
interested. 


Two indexes appear in this publication. The 
first lists the awards by the five general sections, 
subdivided by country of origin, The second index 
is designed to facilitate the location of infor- 
mation when only the name of the award, the name of 
the awarding agency, or the institution where the 
award is tenable, is known, 


Awards offered by foundations, private organi- 
zations, industry, governments, etc., are listed in 
the appropriate section under the name of the 
institution wnere they are tenable, if they are 
offered through or by one university only. If they 
are tenable at two or more, they are listed under 
the name of the organization that offers them, 
Canadian and other such awards allotted to, and 
tenable at, specific institutions, are listed under 
the institution in the second index. 


A definite cut-off date for inclusion of entries 
in the main body of the publication was established. 
Information received after this deadline in included 
in an addendum which appears at the back of the 
volume. Where possible, such awards are included 
in the second index. 


Canadian awards open to students from other countries 


To assist in determining quickly by whom Cana- 
dian awards may be held, one of the following code 
numbers is used after the name of the award if the 
requisite information is available: 


(1) The award is open only to Canadian citizens 
or to those who are landed immigrants in Canada; 


(2) The award is open to Canadian citizens, to 
residents of Canada, and to graduates from, and/ or 
students at, Canadian universities; 


(3) The award is open to all British subjects; 


(4) The award is open to graduates of any uni- 
versity. 


Any exceptions are noted in the paragraph on 
"Conditions" for each award, Generally, for awards 
open to graduates of any university, the prospective 
recipient must meet all Canadian immigration re- 
quirements, Graduates of Canadian universities who 
are not Canadian citizens may in some cases have to 
undertake to remain in Canada for a certain period 
after the completion of the tenure of the award, 


Fields of study at Canadian universities 


It will be noted that the entries for some of 
the Canadian institutions do not contain complete 
details of these fields, The D.B.S. Reference Paper, 
Canadian Institutions of Higher Education, 1958-1959, 
gives this information for all Canadian institutions 
offering graduate work, It, together with a publi- 
cation of the National Conference of Canadian Uni- 
versities, Canadian Universities and Colleges, 1958, 
which gives somewhat the same material, is listed 
in Appendix I. 


General notes on awards listed 


Unless otherwise stated, the values of the 
awards listed from sources other than Canadian are 
in the currency of the country of origin. 


Candidates for awards should, unless mention is 
made to the contrary, have a working knowledge of 
the language of the country in which they plan to 
study. 


It should be borne in mind that many of the 
awards from sources outside Canada, unless speci- 
fically stated as being open only to Canadian stu- 
dents, are open to nationals of the country of 
award as well as to those of other countries, and 
hence the total number of awards offered is not 
necessarily the number reserved for Canadian appli- 
cants, 


An attempt has been made to indicate whether 
instruction is offered to the Master's of Doctor's 
level, If such information was provided, it is 
given in the description of awards for individual 
institutions, 


The closing date for receipt of applications 
means the date by which completed application forms, 
transcripts of marks, and all other supporting 


documents must be in the hands of the awarding bodies, 


Such being the case, initial contact should be made 
as early as possible before the final deadline in 
order to allow a sufficient interval for the ex- 
change of correspondence and for the collection and 
forwarding of the necessary documents. As in most 


cases no personal interview is possible prior to the 
granting of the award, the application and supporting 
documents should be as complete as possible. 


Information on how to apply for awards is con- 
tained in several publications listed in Appendix I. 
Fellowships in the Arts and Sciences, 1959-60, pub- 
lished by the Association of American Colleges, 


gives much interesting material on the subject. 


General notes on United States university and 
college awards 


Member institutions of the Association of American 
Universities and of the American Association of Land- 
Grant Colleges end State Universities (see Appendix II 
for a listing of the institutions) award graduate 
scholarships and fellowships on April lst for the 
following academic year (usually beginning in Septem- 
ber of the same calendar year), and the actual or pros- 
pective graduate student has until April 15th to accept 
or reject such an award. Appointments to graduate 
assistantships may be offered prior to April lst. When 
an institution offers an award or appointment to a 
prospective graduate student after April 15th, it should 
remind him that, if he has a previous commitment, he may 
not accept the offer without first obtaining a formal 
release for the purpose from the institution which first 
appointed hin. 


Undergraduate university-entrance awards at Canadian 


universities 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics Reference 
Paper, University Entrance Awards, 1958, gives in- 
formation on many Canadian awards for university 
entrance, It is revised every two years, alternating 
with this publication so that new editions of both 
appear biennially, 


Further information on graduate awards, institutions 
and countries of study 


Appendix I includes a bibliography of source 
material used for the compilation of this publication, 
together with a list of other publications which 
should be of interest to award applicants. 


Entry regulations of Canadian students to: 


(a) United States: Canadians are exempt from 
passport and visa requirements when entering the 
United States as students or exchange visitors. They 
should however be able to present to the immigration 
officer at the border crossing point evidence of 
Canadian citizenship, such as a record of birth. 


The United States Embassy in Ottawa suggests 
that any person who plans to enter the United States 
for the purpose of studying or training should first 
obtain a copy of the printed form signed ‘by the 
institution in the United States indicating acceptance 
of the person for study or training. Thereafter, 
he or she should communicate with the United States 
consular office nearest his or her place of residence 
in Canada regarding a medical examination and to 
determine what documents will be required for 


presentation to the United States Immigration and 
Naturalization Service Authorities at the time he 
or she makes application for entry into the United 
States. 


United States consular offices are located in 
the following cities: St. John's, Newfoundland; 
Halifax, Nova Scotia; Saint John, New Brunswick; 
Quebec, Quebec; Montreal, Quebec; Ottawa, Ontario; 
Toronto, Ontario; Niagara Falls, Ontario; Windsor, 
Ontario; Winnipeg, Manitoba; Calgary, Alberta; 
Edmonton, Alberta; and Vancouver, British Columbia. 


(b) UNITED KINGDOM: Under the National Service 
Act at present in force in the United Kingdom, lia- 
bility for service falls on male British subjects 
between the ages of 18 and 26 who are ordinarily 
resident there. The Act, however, provides that 
a young man coming from another Commonwealth country 
is not deemed to be ordinarily resident in Great 
Britain if (a) he is a resident there for the 
purpose of attending a course of education, or 
(b) the circumstances of his residence are such as 
to show that he is resident there for a temporary 
purpose only. In any event, call-up would not 
take until the completion of a period of two year's 
residence, 


Further information, and rulings on individual 
cases can be obtained from the Ministry of Labour 
and National Service, St. James Square, London, 
S.W. I, England. 


A Canadian citizen entering the United Kingdom 
must have a valid passport. No visa is necessary. 


(c) Other countries: Details can be obtained 
from their Missions in Canada, 


It might be noted that while some countries, 
including Britain, do not require evidence of vac- 
cination and inoculation for entry, Canada requires 
evidence that returning travellers have been vac- 
cinated within three years prior to the date of re- 
entry. 


Application forms for passports can be obtained 
from any Canadian post office or from the Canadian 
Passport Office, 40 Bank Street, Ottawa, Ontario. 


Relative values of Canadian and other currencies 


To give Canadian students an idea of the rela- 
tive value of the Canadian dollar to that of the 
currencies of other countries, and to give students 
from other countries the value of their currencies 
expressed in Canadian dollars, Appendix III contains 
such information for many countries. It should be 
borne in mind that these values do not necessarily 
reflect the relative purchasing power of cost-of- 
living in the various countries, and that costs may 
vary to a considerable degree in different locations 
in a particular country depending on the size of the 
town or city in which the place of study is located, 
on the availability of residence facilities, and on 
many other factors.

1. LORD BEAVERBROOK OVERSEAS SCI'OLARSHIPS (2) 


Field of study: Unrestricted. 


Value: Travelling expenses to Britain and return - 
the annual Scholarship value will be fixed time to 
time by the Trustees in England depending on the 
university selected.

2. GOVERNMENT OF CANADA PROGRAMME OF EDUCATIONAL 
LEAVE FOR EMPLOYEES 


Field of study: Unrestricted, but should relate to 
duties of work performed. 

Value: Variable: leave may be granted without pay; 
or with half-pay, full pay, or pay and expenses, 
depending on the Government's need, the nature of 
the course and the applicant's qualifications. 

Number: No fixed number and no specific allotment 
to departments or agencies; number depends upon 
the need of the department for officers with ad- 
vanced qualifications or training. 

Duration: Variable: may be short courses up to 
three months or may be an academic year. 

Conditions: The following types of leave may be 
granted: 

1. Leave with full pay for an academic year if 
in a special case a qualified candidate can- 
not be recruited with the advanced degrees 
or knowledge necessary for a new job.

3-13. THE CANADA COUNCIL AWARDS 


NOTE - Unless otherwise specified, the following 
material applies to the following ten categories 
of Canada Council awards. The initial applica- 
tion for forms should include reference to the 
particular category (by both number and title) in 
which the applicant is interested. 

Field of study: The objectives of the Council are 
"to foster and promote the study and enjoyment of, 
and the production of works in, the arts, humani- 
ties and social sciences". For the time being, 
at least, these objectives are taken as not inclu- 
ding social work, theology, pedagogy, applied ma- 
thematics and, generally, studies at professional 
schools. The "arts" are defined in The Canada 
Council Act as follows: ‘architecture, the arts 
of the theatre, literature, music, painting, sculp- 
ture, the graphic arts and other similar creative 
and interpretive activities". 

Value: Awards may be granted for either the full 
amount or part of the amount indicated, in accor- 
dance with the nature or duration of the pro- 
gramme proposed. In most cases, the sums men- 
tioned are averages, and may be adjusted to take 
into account marital status, place of study, un- 
usual costs such as higher than average fees, etc. 
Travel grants will normally be provided. 

Conditions: The awards are open to both men and 
women and will be awarded on merit. The award 
must be taken up for the period specified in the 
application and may not be postponed to the fol- 
lowing year. All applicants, with the exception 
of those for the non-resident fellowships (cate- 
gory 8) must have their ordinary place of resi- 
dence in Canada or be Canadians temporarily living 
abroad. Candidates who have accepted teaching 
engagements which would not permit a full year's 
study concurrently may not hold a Canada Council 
scholarship or fellowship. 

Awarding agency: The Canada Council through funds 
initially supplied by the Government of Canada. 


3. THE CANADA COUNCIL - CATEGORY 1 - PRE-MASTER'S

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PREFACE 


This is the fifth biennial revision of the original Dominion Bureau of Statistics Reference Paper 
21, Post Graduate Scholarships and Fellowships Open to Canadian Students, first published in January, 
1951. The first edition contained 142 entries, the present has nearly 1,600. While many new awards 
have been made available since 1951, the bulk of the increase is due to a more thorough investigation 
of possible sources. No doubt many awards are still omitted and it would be appreciated if these could 
be drawn to our attention. 


As in the past, awards open to Canadians from sources both in and outside Canada are included. 
Wherever possible, a notation has been made to indicate whether or not Canadian awards are also open 
to persons from outside Canada. 


If available, information about part-time assistantships in the various institutions, and inform- 
ation on research grants, has been included. Canadian awards open exclusively to graduates of a part- 
icular university, and tenable only at that institution, have been omitted as it is assumed that 
students in a specific institution will be aware of such opportunities. No attempt has been made to 
list loan funds, although these may be available at a majority of the institutions. 


Volume XII of the UNESCO publication Study Abroad reported 6,216 Canadian students, both graduate 
and undergraduate, in attendance at universities in certain countries outside Canada during the 1958-59 
academic year. Included in this total were 5,432 in the United States, 438 in the United Kingdom, 203 
in France, 59 in the German Federal Republic and West Berlin, 29 in Switzerland, 17 in Austria, 16 in 
Belgium, 12 in Japan, 7 in The Netherlands, and 3 in Italy. There was an undetermined number in 
various other countries. From reports in other publications, there would appear to have been about 
1,800 Canadian graduate students in the United States and about 300 in the United Kingdom. 


According to returns received by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics for the 1958-59 academic year, 
some 5,987 out of a total of 94,400 full-time university-grade students were from outside Canada. 
Included were 1,983 from the United States, 613 from Hong Kong, 575 from Trinidad, 526 from the United 
Kingdom, 290 from Jamaica, 155 from India, 137 from France, 87 from Germany, 86 from The Netherlands, 
and 63 from Bermuda. The balance were from about 100 other countries or territories. Of the total, 
2,662 were from British Commonwealth areas.

In addition to notices of awards that have come 
to the attention of the Education Division since the 
publication of the previous edition, the following 
procedure was used for this edition: 


1. All entries in the 1959 edition were sent to 
the awarding agencies for additions and alterations. 


2. All United States institutions giving in- 
struction at the Master's level or above were invited 
to submit details of their award programs. The U.S. 
Office of Education report, Education Directory 

- art 3 - ex Educati was used to 
determine the level of study offered. 


3. All United Kingdom universities and colleges 
included in the Commonwealth Universities Yearbook, 
1960, published by the Association of Universities 
of the British Commonwealth, were asked to submit 
details of their award programs. 


4. Various reference books (see Appendix I) 
were used and further details were requested from 
likely sources. 


fe) Emsts awards 


The awards are listed in five general sections: 
(1) Two or more areas of study. (I1) Humanities, 
(III) Social Sciences, (IV) Natural and Applied 
Sciences, and (V) Medical Sciences. The sections 
are in turn subdivided into groupings of sources by 
countries of award which include (A) Canada, (B) the 
United States, (C) the United Kingdom, and (D) other 
countries. 


The following is a guide to the division of the 
fields of study in sections II to V. When an award 
is tenable in two or more fields in different 
sections, it is listed in section I. While the 
fields below do not include all those represented, 
they should serve as a guide in following the 
presentation used. 


SECTION II - HUMANITIES: Art, Classical 
Studies, Dance, Drama, Fine Arts (excluding Archi- 
tecture), Graphic Arts, Languages, Literature, 
Mediaeval Studies, Music, Painting, Philosophy, 
Sculpture, Theology. 


SECTION III - SOCIAL SCIENCES: Accounting, 
Actuarial Science, Anthropology, Archaeology, 
Business, Business Administration, Commerce, Counsel- 
ling, Demography, Economics, Education, Ethnology, 
Government, History, Home Economics, Human Relations, 
Industrial Relations, Journalism, Labour Relations, 
Law, Library Science, Physical Education, Political

tration, Religious Education, Safety Education, 
Social Work, Sociology, Speech, Speech Pathology, 
Vocational Guidance. 


SECTION IV - NATURAL AND APPLIED SCIENCES: 
Agriculture, Architecture, Engineering, Forestry, 
Geography, Mathematics, Pure Sciences, Statistics. 


SECTION V - MEDICAL SCIENCES: Medicine, 
Nursing, Occupational Therapy, Pharmacy, Physio- 
therapy, Psychiatry, Recreational Therapy, Veterinary 
Science. 


FOR A COMPLETE PICTURE OF WHAT IS AVAILABLE IN 
ANY PARTICULAR FIELD, SECTION I (AWARDS TENABLE IN 
TWO OR MORE AREAS OF STUDY) SHOULD THEREFORE BE 
CONSULTED AS WELL AS THE SPECIFIC SECTION IN WHICH 
INFORMATION IS SOUGHT. As far as possible, sciences 
relating to medicine have been included in section 
V, but as in some cases they may be considered as 
natural or applied sciences, section IV should be 
checked. The reverse would apply to some of the 
natural and applied sciences, which could be inclyded 
in section V. Persons interested in education should 
consult section III, and should also consult the 
section containing information regarding awards in 
the particular subject in which they are interested. 


Two indexes appear in this publication. The 
first lists the awards by the five general sections, 
subdivided by country of origin. The second index 
is designed to facilitate the location of information 
when only the name of the award, the name of the 
awarding agency, or the institution where the award 
is tenable, is known. 


Awards offered by foundations, private organi- 
zations, industry, governments, etc., are listed in 
the appropriate section under the name of the insti- 
tution where they are tenable, if they are offered 
through or by one university only. If they are 
tenable at two or more, they are listed under the 
name of the organization that offers them. Canadian 
and other such awards allotted to, and tenable at, 
specific institutions, are listed under the insti- 
tution in the second index. 


A definite cut-off date for inclusion of entries 
in the main body of the publication was established. 
Information received after this deadline is included 
in an addendum. Where possible, such awards are 
included in the second index. 


anadian awards Qos nts from other countries 


To assist in determining quickly by whom Cana- 
dian awards may be held, one of the following code 
numbers is used after the name of the award if the 
requisite information is available: 


(1) The award is open only to Canadian citizens 
or to those who are landed immigrants in Canada; 


(2) The 
residents of 
students at, 


award is open to Canadian citizens, to 
Canada, and to graduates from, and/ or 
Canadian universities; 


(3) The award is open to all British subjects; 
(4) The award is open to graduates of any uni- 
versity. 


Any exceptions are noted in the paragraph on 
"Conditions" for each award. Generally, for awards 
open to graduates of any university, the prospective 
recipient must meet all Canadian immigration require- 
ments. Graduates of Canadian universities who are 
not Canadian citizens may in some cases have to 
undertake to remain in Canada for a certain period 
after the completion of the tenure of the award. 


Fields of study at Canadian universities 


It will be noted that the entries for some of 
the Canadian institutions do not contain complete 
details of these fields. The D.B.S. Reference Paper, 

anadian Institutions of Higher Educati = 
gives this information for all Canadian institutions 
offering graduate work. It, together with a publi- 
cation of the National Conference of Canadian Univer- 
sities and Colleges, Canadian Universities and 


Colleges, 1960, which gives somewhat the same ma- 
terial, is listed in Appendix I. 


General notes on awards listed 


Unless otherwise stated, the values of the 
awards listed from sources other than Canadian are 
in the currency of the country of origin. 


Candidates for awards should, unless mention is 
made to the contrary, have a working knowledge of 
the language of the country in which they plan to 
study. 


It should be borne in mind that many of the 
awards from sources outside Canada, unless speci- 
fically stated as being open only to Canadian stu- 
dents, are open to nationals of the country of 
awards as well as to those of other countries, and 
hence the total number of awards offered is not 
necessarily the number reserved for Canadian appli- 
cants. 


An attempt has been made to indicate whether 
instruction is offered to the Master's or Doctor's 
level. If such information was provided, it is 
given in the description of awards for individual 
institutions. 


The closing date for receipt of applications 
means the date by which completed application forms, 
transcripts of marks, and all other supporting 
documents must be in the hands of the awarding 
bodies. Such being the case, initial contact should 
be made as early as possible before the final dead- 
line in order to allow a sufficient interval for the 
exchange of correspondence and for the collection 
and forwarding of the necessary documents. As in 


most cases no personal interview is possible prior 
to the granting of the award, the application and 
supporting documents should be as complete as 
possible. 


Information on how to apply for awards is con- 
tained in several publications listed in Appendix I. 
Fellowships in the Arts and Sciences, 1 -62, pub- 
lished by the Association of American Colleges, gives 
much interesting material on the subject. 


General notes on United States rsi a 


college awards 


Member institutions of the Association of 
American Universities and of the American Association 
of Land-Grant Colleges and State Universities (see 
Appendix II for a listing of the institutions) award 
graduate scholarships and fellowships on April lst 
for the following academic year (usually beginning 
in September of the same calendar year), and the 
actual or prospective graduate student has until 
April 15th to accept or reject such an award. 
Appointments to graduate assistantships may be 
offered prior to April lst. When an institution 
offers an award or appointment to a prospective 
graduate student after April 15th, it should remind 
him that, if he has a previous commitment, he may 
not accept the offer without first obtaining a 
formal release for the purpose from the institution 
which first appointed him. 


Undergraduate university-entrance awards at Canadian 
universities 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics Reference 
Paper, University Entrance Awards gives in- 
formation on many Canadian awards for university 
entrance. It is revised every two years, ‘alternating 
with this publication so that new editions of both 
appear biennially.

Appendix I includes a bibliography of source 
material used for the compilation of this publication, 
together with a list of other publications which 
should be of interest to award applicants. 


Entry regulations of Canadian students to: 


(a) United States: Canadians are exempt from 
passport and visa requirements when entering the 
United States as students or exchange visitors. 

They should however be able to present to the immi- 
gration officer at the border crossing point evidence 
of Canadian citizenship, such as a record of birth. 


The United States Embassy in Ottawa suggests 
that any person who plans to enter the United States 
for the purpose of studying or training should first 
obtain a copy of the printed form signed by the 
institution in the United States indicating accept- 
ance of the person for study or training. There- 
after, he or she should communicate with the United 
States consular office nearest his or her place of 


residence in Canada regarding a medical examination 
and to determine what documents will be required for 
presentation to the United States Immigration and 
Naturalization Service Authorities at the time he 

or she makes application for entry into the United 
States. 


United States consular offices are located in 
the following cities: St. John's, Newfoundland; 
Halifax, Nova Scotia; Saint John, New Brunswick; 
Quebec, Quebec; Montreal, Quebec; Ottawa, Ontario; 
Toronto, Ontario; Windsor, Ontario; Winnipeg, 
Manitoba; Calgary, Alberta; Edmonton, Alberta; and 
Vancouver, British Columbia. 


(b) United Kingdom: A Canadian citizen entering 
the United Kingdom must have a valid passport. No 
visa is necessary. 


(c) Qther countries: Details can bé obtained 
from their Missions in Canada. 


It might be noted that while some countries, 
including Britain, do not require evidence of vacci- 
nation and inoculation for entry, Canada requires 


evidence that returning travellers have been vacci- 
nated within three years prior to the date of re- 
entry. 


Application forms for passports can be obtained 
from any Canadian post office or from the Canadian 
Passport Office, 40 Bank Street, Ottawa, Ontario. 


Relative values of Canadian and other currencies 


To give Canadian students an idea of the rela- 
tive value of the Canadian dollar to that of the 
currencies of other countries, and to give students 
from other countries the value of their currencies 
expressed in Canadian dollars, Appendix III contains 
such information for many countries. It should be 
borne in mind that these values do not necessarily 
reflect the relative purchasing power or cost-of- 
living in the various countries, and that costs may 
vary to a considerable degree in different localities 
in a particular country depending on the size of the 
town or city in which the place of study is located, 
on the availability of residence facilities, and on 
many other factors, including fluctuating currency 
values.

D. OTHER COUNTRIES

A. CANADA 


l. LORD BEAVERBROOK OVERSEAS POST-GRADUATE 
SCHOLARSHIPS (2) 


Field of study: Unrestricted. 

Value: The annual value of the scholarships will 
be fixed time to time by the Trustees in England 
depending on the university selected. Travelling 
expenses to Britain and return, with an ad- 
ditional allowance for vacation travel within the 
United Kingdom, but not outside the U.K.

If these reports are unsatisfactory 
the scholarship may be terminated at the dis-~ 
cretion of the Trustees. Dismissal from a Uni- 
versity shall result in immediate termination of 
the scholarship. If a scholarship is terminated 
under these conditions the Foundations shall have 
no further obligation toward the scholar except 
to make available a return passage to Canada; the 
value of the passage will not be available in any 
other form. 

Scholars may not change the course or subject 
of study for which they are originally registered 
without the previous permission of the Trustees.

2. GOVERNMENT OF CANADA PROGRAMME OF 
EDUCATIONAL LEAVE FOR EMPLOYEES 


Field of study: Unrestricted, but should relate to 
duties of work performed. 

Value: Variable: leave may be granted without pay; 
or with half-pay, full pay, or pay and expenses, 
depending on the Government's need, the nature of 
the course and the applicant's qualifications. 

Number; No fixed number and no specific allotment 
to departments or agencies; number depends upon 
the need of the department for officers with 
advanced qualifications or training.

5. THE CANADA COUNCIL AWARDS 


NOTE - Unless otherwise specified, the following 
material applies to the following ten categories 
of Canada Council awards. The initial application 
for forms should include reference to the particu- 
lar category (by both number and title) in which 
the applicant is interested. 


Field of study: The objectives of the Council are 
"to foster and promote the study and enjoyment 
of, and the production of works in, the arts, 
humanities and social sciences", For the time 
being, at least, these objectives are taken as 
not including social work, theology, pedagogy, 
applied mathematics and, generally, studies at 
professional schools. The "arts" are defined in 
The Canada Council Act as follows: "architecture, 
the arts of the theatre, literature, music, 
painting, sculpture, the graphic arts and other 
similar creative and interpretative activities." 

Value: Awards may be granted for either the full 
amount or part of the amount indicated, in ac- 
cordance with the nature or duration of the pro- 
gramme proposed. In most cases, the sums mention- 
ed are averages, and may be adjusted to take into 
account marital status, place of study, unusual 
costs such as higher than average fees, etc. 
Travel grants will normally be provided. 

Conditions: The awards are open to both men and 
women and will be awarded on merit. The award 
must be taken up for the period specified in the 
application and may not be postponed to the 
following year. All applicants, with the ex- 
ception of those for the non-resident fellowships 
(category 8) must have their ordinary place of 
residence in Canada or be Canadians temporarily 
living abroad. Candidates who have accepted 
teaching engagements which would not permit a 
full year's study concurrently may not hold a 
Canada Council scholarship or fellowship. 

Awarding agency: The Canada Council through funds 
initially supplied by the Government of Canada.
